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Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  ±o  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  Services  for  the  Borough  of  Peniyn  for  the  j’^ear  1967* 

I  am  happy  to  report  the  year  was  a  healthy  one.  There  was  the 
expected  rise  in  measles  and  this  is  reflected  in  51  cases  being  reported 
in  children  in  the  year  compared  with  none  last  year.  Following 
immunisation  against  this  disease,  the  biennial  incidence  of  the  disease 
should  disappear  and  the  total  number  of  cases  be  considerably  reduced. 

VITAL  STATISTICS 

With  regard  to  the  Vital  Statistics,  the  total  number  of  births 
exceeded  deaths  by  31  >  and  the  'population  is  estimated  as  just  short  of 
the  5j000  mark.  There  was  only  one  death  in  a  child  under  one  year  of 
age  due  to  multiple  congenital  deformities. 

The  Cornwall  Dductition  Comr.iittee  reported  children  being  absent 
from  school  due  to  mumps  in  20  cases,  the  remianing  3  being  due  to  chickenpox 
(2)  jaundice  (1).  The  report  of  these  non- statutory  notifiable  diseases 
serves  as  a  useful  guide  to  school  outbreaks  of  tlie  usual  childhood  complaints. 

Out  of  the  77  births  registered  to  residents  in  Fenryn,  44  were 
home  deliveries  or  57  pei"  cent,  a  figure  slightly  below  that  recommended  by 
the  Cranbrook  Committee. 

It  v.'ould  be  interesting  to  soe  if  the  opening  of  the  new  Maternity 
Unit  in  Treliske  Hospital  in  196S  results  in  an  increase  in  the  proportion 
of  hospital  deliveries. 

There  was  no  significant  change  in  the  c:uses  of  death  over  the  last 

year. 

Personal  Services 

The  attendance  at  the  Child  V.'elfare  Clinic  continues  to  im'prove, 
the  nuraber  being  1556  fo^^  the  year  compared  with  1474  lust  year.  Including 
those  figures  reported  by  Family  Doctors,  84  children  completed  a  primary 
immunisation  course  and  157  were  given  a  booster  dose  for  Diphtheria  and 
Tetanus. 

Sanitary  Services 

Penryn,  like  Falmouth,  is  faced  v/ith  the  problem  of  future  disposal 
of  refuse  and  the  use  of  the  refuse  tip  at  Falmouth  'was  started  on  a  payment 
agreement  during  the  year  after  the  tip  at  Bissom  became  unsuitable  for 
taking  household  refuse.  Looking  into  the  future,  the  disposal  of  refuse 
on  a  wider  area  basis,  using  incineration  or  pulverisation  will  probably 
be  the  method  most  authorities  will  employ  as  a  result  of  Regionalisation 
and  any  decision  which  this  Borough  has  taken  in  combining  with  Falmouth 
in  future  methods  of  refuse  disposal  is  a  wdseone.  As  the  control  of  water 
supplies  is  nov;  dealt  with  on  a  much  adder  basis  rdth  fewer  but  larger  ?/a,ter 
Boards  it  is  natural  that  sewage  and  refuse  disposal  should  also  be 
considered  on  an  area  or  regional  basis  in  future. 
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In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Chairrian  of  the  Public 
Health  Coramittee,  Hr.  Tallack,  and  all  Iviembers  of  this  Committee  for  their 
understanding  and  help  throughout  the  year.  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks 
to  the  Town  Clerk  and  especially  to  Mr,  Armstrong  for  his  willing  co¬ 
operation  at  oil  times. 

Finally,  I  wish  to  ezv^xess  my  thanlcs  to  Hiss  V.II.  Graliam,  Area 
Nursing  Officer,  and  tl-e  Clerical  Staff  at  The  Leats,  who  helped  me  in  the 
production  of  this  report.

Child  V/elfare  Clinics  -  Penryn 

The  total  number  of  attendances  in  the  child  welfare  clinic  was  1>594> 
of  which  937  were  under  1  year  of  age.  There  were  53  sessions  in  the  year, 
thus  the  average  attendances  per  session  were  30,  the  same  as  last  year. 

Dental 

Dental  treatment  for  expectant  mothers  and  pre-school  children  for  the 
Borough  was  given  at  the  Falmouth  Dental  Clinic  during  the  year. 

Ante-Natal  Clinics. 

These  clinics  are  not  held  at  a  specified  site,  but  are  undertaken  by 
domiciliary  midwives  on  district  duty  and  by  the  Family  Doctors  in  the 
Borough. 

Mothercraft  and  Relaxation  Clinics 

These  classes  are  nov/  amalgamated  with  Falmouth  and  are  held  weekly 
at  the  Falmouth  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  in  Killigrew  Road,  Falmouth. 

Family  Planning  Clinics  are  held  at  the  FaJ.mouth  '.Yelfare  Clinics  at  weekly 
intervals.,  and  are  attended  by  cases  from  Penryn. 

Midwifery  Services  (Sec.  23) 

Forty-four  home  deliveries  were  undertaken  by  midwives  within  the  Borough 
for  1967  end  this  show’s  a  decrease  of  12  cases  compared,  with  1966.  !Tedical 
aid  was  called  for  in  1''  cases. 

Health  Visitors  (Sec.  2.4) 

Domiciliary  visits  by  Health  Visitors  to  the  elderly  nimibered  447* 

Due  to  the  ^eneral  shortage  of  long  stay  beds  for  the  chronic  sick  and  elderly, 
domiciliary  care  of  the  elderly  becomes  a  ciuestion  of  vital  importance.  Such 
domiciliary  services  as  Home  Helps  and  Home  Aids,  Ho bile  Meals  Service  and 
Chiropii^y,  all  help  to  keep  this  age  group  mobile  and  more  able  to  look  after 
themselves  at  home. 

Three  thousand,  one  handred  and  fifty  three  visits  wore  made  to  the  under 
5  years  old  group. 

As  regards  work  with  tuberculosis,  which  includes  Falmouth,  272  visits 
were  made  to  cases  of  this  disease  by  the  tuberculosis  Health  Visitor  for  the 
Falmouth/Penryn  area. 

Health  Ed.ucation  talks  and  Demonstrations  were  given  on  37  occasions  b;.' 
Health  Visitors. 

Home  Nursing  (Sec.  25) 

General  nursing  visits  amounted  to  1  ,842  compared  7uth  17''55  last  ysar 
and  this  included  66  new/  general  nursing  cases. 
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Vaccination  and  Immunisation  (Sec  26)

A  total  of  six  children  under  15  years  of  age  in  Penryn  were  vaccinated 
against  smallpox  in  the  year  by  Family  Doctors,  compared  \7ith  17  in  1966. 

Oral  Polio  for  the  whole  Health  Area  has  resulted  in  577  children  com¬ 
pleting  the  course  in  1967. 

Ambulance  Service  (Sec.  27) 

This  service  is  under  direct  County  Control  through  the  Ambulance 
Hcadijuarters  and  thus  no  report  on  the  day  to  day  administration  is  given. 

Prevention  -  Care  and  After-Care 

The  number  of  notifications  of  this  disease  in  Penryn  was  one  for  the 
year  -  one  male,  pulmonary,  aged  22  years.  No  non-pulmonary  cases  were 
notified. 

The  Mobile  X-Ray  team  visits  Falmouth  Clinic  every  tvro  weeks  as  a  matter 
of  routine  for  referrals  from  the  Family  Doctors  and  to  carry  out  further 
investigations  on  those  students  and  school  children  found  to  have  a  positive 
reaction  to  the  Ileaf  Skin  Tost. 
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It  is  not  generally  realised  "by  the  Public  that  a  request  for  a 
routine  X-Ray  check  up  is  possible  by  use  of  this  Mobile  Mass  Radiography 
Service  and  that  it  is  advisable  for  all  adults  over  45  years  of  age  at 
three  to  four  yearly  intervals. 

B.C.G.  was  given  to  712  school  children  found  to  require  protection 
agoinst  tuberculosis  and  to  a  firrther  121  contacts  of  known  cases.  Those 
figures  represent  the  whole  Health  Area  Ho.  3  and  not  just  Penryn. 

Prevention  and  After-Care  as  applied  to  Geriatric  Cases 

Ho  persons  were  found  to  be  in  need  of  care  and  attention  in  1967? 
and  thus  no  action  was  taken  under  the  Rational  Assistance  Act,  1948* 

Home  Hein  (Section  29} 

Fifty- five  cases  in  Penrj'-n  obtained  the  usb  of  the  Domestic  Help 
Service  during  the  year  compared  v;ith  53  cases  in  1966.  Because  of  the  groat 
demand  for  this  Service  it  is  hoped  that  recruitment  of  Domestic  Helps  and 
Home  Aids  will  result  in  moie  cases  being  able  to  be  given  adequate  care  at 
home  in  the  future. 

Cervical  Cytology 

Cytology  clinics  v;ere  held  at  the  Infant  'Welfare  Centro,  Fa.lmouth, 
weekly  during  the  year.  These  clinics  included  residents  in  the  Borough  of 
Penryn,  as  wall  as  that  of  Falmouth.  The  total  number  examined  at  this 
Clinic  was  421.  Of  this  number  3  suspicious  cases  wore  found;  none  of  these 
cases  were  women  residents  within  the  Borough  of  Penryn.

REFJSE  COLLECTION 

The  amount  of  refuse  continues  to  increase  and  some  IO64  loads 
uere  collected,  using  a  newly  acquired  I6  cubic  yard  collection  vehicle. 
Efforts  ’  ere  made  to  ootain  a  suitable  tipping  site  in  the  surrounding 
area,  arrangements  were  made  to  tip  in  Chyoon  Quarry,  at  tiabe.  Owing 
to  considerable  opposition  from  residents  in  the  area  this  had  to  cease. 
Kerrier  Rural  District  Council  temporarily  accommodated  us  at  their 
Constantine  tip.  As  permission  could  not  be  obtained  for  a  ne'/  site, 
refuse  v.'as  again  deposited  from.  Bovember  at  Falm'Outh  Borough's 
Trescobaes  Tip.  A  weekly  collection  is  made  from  every  dwelling  house 
and  where  requested,  trade  premises  in  the  Borough.  The  question  of  a 
site  for  disposal  is  causing  concern,  further  unsuccessful  efforts  have 
been  made  to  find  alternative  sites.  This  has  prompted  consideration 
to  be  given  to  other  methods  of  disposal  such  as  pulverisation  and 
incineration. 


STREET  3CAVSBGING 

With  three  sweepers  operating,  this  service  has  been  satisfac¬ 
tory,  but  with  recent  housing  development  and  new  roads  being  adopted,  the 
service  is  now  stretched  to  it's  limit. 

The  10  litter  bins  in  various  parts  of  the  to'wn  are  fairly  well 
used  by  the  public.
